REPORT  OF  THE  BUILDING  INSPECTOR 

The  latter  part  of  1 982  and  the  early  part  of  1 983,  as  you 
can  imagine,  are  dominated  by  the  new  Fox  Run  Mall 
and  the  rebuilding  of  the  Newington  Mall.  Due  to  the 
cooperation  and  the  action  of  the  Planning  Board  the 
building  permits  fees  were  raised  to  bring  us  somewhat 
in  line  with  surrounding  towns.  In  addition,  the  Electrical 
and  Life  Safety  Codes  were  brought  into  line  with  State 
action  and  the  most  recent  printing,  1981,  is  in  effect. 
They  also  enacted,  which  is  new  to  Newington,  the 
Building  Officials  &  Code  Administrators  (BOCA)  regu- 
lations, which  have  enabled  us  to  effectively  control  the 
structures  in  the  business  and  industrial  zones.  These 
actions  will  require  your  approval  at  the  1983  Town 
Meeting  and  I  urge  you  to  agree  to  update  our  regula- 
tions. Under  the  new  fee  schedule,  $6,358.00  was 
turned  over  to  the  general  funds  of  the  Town.  The  bulk  of 
this  will  be  refunded  if  the  Planning  Boards  action  is  not 
ratified.

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NEWINGTON  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

Many  of  the  activities  of  the  Newington  Conservation 
Commission  this  year  have  revolved  around  the  same 
issues  as  last  —  petitions  concerning  the  Fox  Run  Mall, 
bridge  and  traffic  alterations,  and  dredging  projects  in 
the  Piscataqua  River. 

For  the  dredging  projects,  the  Commission  requested  a 
hearing,  specifically  on  disposal  of  the  dredged 
material.  The  Commission  did  not  object  to  the  dredging 
itself,  but  wished  to  go  on  record  as  opposed  to  any 
further  dumping  on  company  property  off  Patterson's 
Lane,  any  further  extension  of  land,  and  any  further 
encroachment  on  public  waters.  In  the  past,  the  fill  has 
been  dumped  off  Patterson's  Lane,  causing  an  unsightly 
mound  for  residents  of  the  area  and  erosion  of  land 
around  it  from  water  runoffs. 

This  year  the  Commission  sent  two  Newington  students 
to  the  Youth  Conservation  Camp  in  Black  Lake,  New 
Hampshire,  run  by  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of  New 
Hampshire  Forests.  Mary  Burovac  was  chosen  but  un- 
able toattend.  Jennifer  Hammer  and  Lisa  Busquespent 
a  week  at  this  camp  in  June. 

The  wellstone  presently  located  behind  the  Langdon 
Library  was  "saved"  from  the  former  Navelski  property, 
thanks  to  the  cooperation  and  equipment  of  Griffin 
Construction  Company. 

The  project  for  erecting  markers  at  some  of  our  historic 
sites  has  entailed  more  research  than  we  anticipated, 
but  we  are  still  working  on  it. 

Several  hundred  trees  are  flourishing  from  our  tree 
planting  at  Garrison  Hill.  We  hope  to  plant  more  to 
replace  some  of  the  losses.  This  could  be  a  continuing 
project. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  announce  the  resignation  of 
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John  F.  Rowe.  John  has  been  an  active  member  of  long- 
standing service,  instigating  many  of  the  projects 
undertaken  by  this  Commission  and  providing  a  positive 
approach  to  many  issues.  He  has  resigned  in  order  to 
give  full  attention  to  his  duties  on  the  Planning  Board. 
We  shall  miss  him,  but  wish  him  well  in  his  endeavors. 

Lydia  Frink  is  our  new  member,  and  to  her  we  extend  a 
warm  welcome.

1 982  ANNUAL  REPORTTOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Forest  fire  prevention,  our  business,  your  business, 
good  business!  This  slogan  has  been  the  motto  of  the 
N.H.  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands,  Forest  Fire  Service 
since  1909  when  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  passed  by 
the  Legislature. 

These  laws  set  in  place  a  cooperative  forest  fire  pro- 
tection program  of  State  and  local  forest  fire  personnel 
that  has,  in  the  past  75  years,  established  New 
Hampshire  as  a  leader  in  forest  fire  prevention  and 
control.  Our  annual  acreage  loss  to  forest  fires  of  one- 
half  acre  per  fire  is  the  best  in  the  nation.  This  fire  record 
has  come  about  through  the  cooperative  efforts  of  our 
state/town  forest  fire  protection  program.  The  state 
provides  detection  of  fires,  training  for  local  forest  fire 
wardens,  low  cost  forest  fire  suppression  equipment  to 
local  fire  departments,  and  technical  advice  at  the  fire 
ground.  Local  governments  provide  the  volunteer  fire 
fighters  who  are  appointed  as  wardens  and  deputy 
wardens  and  who  respond  quickly  to  suppress  reported 
forest  fires. 

This  program  has  resulted  in  a  steady  decline  in  annual 
acre  lost  to  forest  fires  since  1910  when  the  average  fire 
burned  33  acres  compared  to  the  modern  day  loss  of 
one-half  acre  per  fire. 

Only  by  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  State/towns 
and  our  entire  citizenry  can  this  record  be  maintained.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  present  warrant  asks  for  your  approval  on  certain 
changes  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  mainly  to  bring  them 
into  line  with  recent  legislation.  Changes  to  the  Bulding 
Code  are  particularly  important  as  the  slight  increase  in 
building  permit  fees  substantially  increases  town 
income  where  large  industrial  or  commercial  buildings 
are  involved.  Adoption  of  the  National  Building  Codes 
provides  added  safety  to  public  buildings  and 
strengthens  the  hand  of  the  Building  Inspector  who  is 
the  final  administrator  of  all  Zoning  and  Subdivision 
regulations.  Your  support  of  these  changes  is  of  the 
utmost  importance. 

As  the  insistance  of  the  Planning  Board  and  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Works  and  Highways,  widening  of 
the  Gosling  Road,  the  Spaulding  Turnpike  and  Old 
Dover  Road,  plus  dividers,  signal  lights  and  other  safety 
measures  have  been  accomplished  during  the  past 
year,  all  at  the  expense  of  the  Fox  Run  Mall  developers. 

A  matter  that  will  require  attention  in  the  not-to-distant 
future  is  the  near  critical  situation  regarding  the  public 
water  system.  Our  Fire  Chief  reports  several  instances 
of  a  serious  drop  in  pressure  when  several  water 
sources  are  in  simultaneous  operation.  Sprinkler 
systems  in  the  two  shopping  malls,  plus  other  new 
construction  may  tax  the  system  beyond  capacity. 

The  almost  unanimous  support  given  by  those  of  you 
who  attended  the  recent  Special  Town  Meeting  for  the 
article  against  future  dumping  of  dredged  material  from 
the  Piscataqua  River  on  property  adjacent  to  the  resi- 
dential area  on  Patterson  Lane  is  sincerely  appreciated. 
However,  the  battle  goes  on!  We  are  told  by  the  Army 
Corps  of  Engineers  that  a  mere  vote  of  the  Town  is  not 
considered  binding.  We  have  not  given  up.  The  whole 
subject  of  future  dumping  and  hazardous  waste 
disposal  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Governor  and  Attorney  General.  You  will  be  asked  to 
vote  on  a  stronger,  more-all  embracing  article  plus  one 
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or  two  additions  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  at  a  Special 
Town  Meeting  inthenewfuture.  Live  free  or  dietrying. . . 

New  construction  during  the  past  year,  in  addition  to  the 
new  mall,  consists  of  the  attractive  new  Neslab  plant 
near  the  corner  of  Bloody  Point  Road  and  changes  to 
the  buildings  on  the  Old  Dover  Road. 

The  Board  has  approved,  in  concept,  a  new  office 
building  at  the  entrance  to  Newington  Park  West,  plus 
other  plans  for  change  of  use  at  the  Roller  Skating  Rink. 
Others  in  the  offering  are  another  building  or  addition  at 
Newington  Mall,  a  new  bank,  plus  subdivision  requests 
in  the  southern  part  of  Town  and  inquiries  regarding 
land  on  Little  Bay  Road. 

You  may  be  assured  that  each  will  receive  careful  and 
detailed  scrutiny.  While  growth  is  inevetible,  each  new 
unit  means  increased  demands  and  added  costs  for  our 
expensive  municipal  services.  Large  retail  establish- 
ments with  a  constant  traffic  and  population  turnover  do 
not  pay  their  way.  You  subsidize  all  of  them.  Help  us 
keep  things  under  control  by  attending  our  public 
hearings.

Jeanne,  another  direct  descendant,  is  the  daughter  of 
Granville  S.  Knox  who  is  still  residing  in  the  Adams'

present  —  an  impressive  number.  It  is  an  honor  to  have 
this  National  Society  select  one  of  Newington's  own  for 
such  a  distinction.  Our  thanks  to  Miss  Pray  for  making 
this  possible.

RECREATION  REPORT  1982 

Recreation  is  a  part  of  everyone's  life  and  means 
different  things  to  different  people.  To  youngsters  it  is 
often  an  active  endeavor  to  help  them  use  their 
immense  amounts  of  energy.  To  some  adults  a  chance 
to  take  a  drive  along  the  ocean  with  friends  is  their  type 
of  recreation.

NEWINGTON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 
1982  ANNUAL  REPORT 

During  1 982,  the  Police  Department  recorded  1 1 5,456 
miles  and  received  5,240  complaints  or  calls  for 
assistance.  Investigations  by  the  department's  officers 
included  343  criminal  offenses,  9  missing  persons,  and 
32  animal  complaints.  There  were  1 60  criminal  arrests 
made  during  1982. 

In  the  area  of  highway  safety,  efforts  of  our  officers 
resulted  in  31  motor  vehicle  arrests,  573  summonses, 
1,736  motor  vehicle  warnings,  and  21  defective 
equipment  tags.  Officers  assisted  1 ,1 35  motorists  while 
on  routine  patrol  and  rendered  assistance  to  other  law

3.  Vehicles  found  in  the  Town  Picnic  Area  in  violation 
of  this  ordinance  may  be  removed  at  the  direction 
of  the  Newington  Police  Department  and  the  cost 
of  such  removal  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner  or 
person  in  charge  of  said  vehicle. 

4.  Any  person  found  to  have  violated  any  provision 
of  this  ordinance  shall  be  guilty  of  a  violation  and 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars 
($100). 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the 
following  ordinance:  Space  Heaters  and  Stoves - 

1.  Permits,  as  approved  by  the  State  Fire  Marshall 
will  be  required  in  the  Town  of  Newington. 

2.  Permits  will  be  issued  by  the  Fire  Chief  upon 
application  and  review.  A  fee  of  $2.00  will  be 
collected. 

3.  Unvented  Space  Heaters  are  not  permitted  in 
places  of  Public  Assembly,  Educational  facilities. 
Medical  facilities. 

4.  Smoke/Heat  detectors  must  be  installed  in  areas 
where  unvented  space  heaters  are  in  use. 

5.  Approved  Fire  Extinguishers  must  be  installed  in 
areas  where  unvented  space  heaters  are  in  use. 


Article  1 1 .  REVENUE  SHARING  -  To  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  appropriate  Twenty  Six  Thousand  Eight 
Hundred  and  Six  Dollars  ($26,806.00)  for  the  Fire  Truck 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of 
this  amount  for  the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Fund.

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enforcement  agencies  on  435  occasions.  During  1 982, 
there  was  one  fatal  accident;  in  addition,  145  property 
damage  accidents  and  22  personal  injury  accidents 
were  reported. 

Police  activities  resulted  in  740  cases  being  prepared 
for  the  Portsmouth  District  Court. 

The  department's  prevention  and  service  program  re- 
sulted in  68  doors  and  windows  being  found  unsecured. 
The  department  made  3,962  residence  checks,  con- 
ducted 1 93  escorts,  investigated  295  burglar  alarms,  re- 
sponded to  55  fire  alarms  and  assisted  in  80  ambulance 
calls. 

During  1982,  44  motor  vehicles  were  reported  stolen 
from  Newington,  and  32  were  recovered.  Additional 
property  valued  at  $98,451  was  reported  stolen  from 
Newington,  while  recovered  property  totaled  $36,819. 

With  the  anticipated  opening  of  the  Fox  Run  Mall,  a 
thorough  assessment  of  our  resources  was  undertaken 
with  the  purpose  of  identifying  those  areas  requiring  the 
majority  of  police  services.  The  not-so-surprising  results 
indicated  that  more  than  60%  of  our  calls  in  1 982  were 
directly  related  to  the  existing  Newington  Mall.  As  with 
any  police  department  servicing  a  shopping  mall,  we 
have  experienced  a  drastic  rise  over  the  past  few  years 
in  such  areas  as  stolen  vehicles,  shoplifting  and 
vandalism.  We  anticipate  that  the  Fox  Run  Mall  will  more 
than  double  the  level  of  required  police  services,  once  it 
reaches  full  capacity.  Although  the  Fox  Run  Mall  will  be 
providing  financial  assistance  to  the  Town  in  the  form  of 
reimbursement  for  two  additional  police  officers,  it  will 
require  a  significant  amount  of  police  service  which  we 
will  only  be  able  to  provide  through  close  cooperation 
with  their  own  security  efforts  and  with  the  under- 
standing of  the  town's  residents. 

1982  brought  a  significant  change  in  the  emphasis  of 
the  Newington  Police  Department,  as  we  concentrated 
more  heavily  upon  criminal  activities.  The  first  year 
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results  were  encouraging,  as  we  were  able  to  bring  to  a 
successful  conclusion  over  42%  of  all  our  criminal 
cases,  compared  to  just  28%  the  previous  year.  The 
change  in  emphasis  resulted  in  a  72%  increase  in 
criminal  arrests  during  1982,  without  significantly  re- 
ducing our  otherservices.  A  large  portion  of  thissuccess 
was  as  a  direct  result  of  assigning  Sergeant  Trueman  to 
full  time  investigative  duties,  although  the  level  of 
criminal  investigations  is  rapidly  approaching  the  point 
where  one  officer  will  not  be  able  to  handle  the  case  load 
alone. 

Once  again,  our  aim  is  to  provide  the  best  possible 
service  and  protection  for  Newington.  We  take  our 
responsibilities  very  seriously  and  your  continued 
support  is  greatly  appreciated.

SELECTMAN'S  LETTER 

We  have  always  had  and  probably  always  will  have,  older 
residents  who  can  no  longer  properly  take  care  of  the 
house  and  property  that  they  own.  Their  only  recourse 
has  been  to  sell  out  and  move  to  perhaps  other  than 
satisfactory  living  arrangements. 

This  Board  has  long  envisioned  a  small  housing  com- 
plex, built  in  pleasant  surroundings  and  designed  for 
older  people  which  could  accommodate  those  people 
who  wish  to  remain  in  Town  but  for  whom  there  is  no 
place  at  present.  A  tremendous  amount  of  investigation 
and  research  will  be  required  before  the  feasibility  of 
such  a  project  can  be  established.  However,  we  feel  the 
time  for  idle  speculation  has  come  and  gone  and  have 
already  started  a  preliminary  investigation.  We  intend  to 
pursue  it  further  this  year,  perhaps  with  the  assistance 
of  a  small  committee  and  will  keep  you  posted. 

Shortly  before  Christmas  I  learned  the  new  turnaround 
for  which  the  Town  had  just  voted  $1 50,000,  was  being 
considered  by  the  State  as  a  Town  owned  and  main- 
tained turnaround,  even  though  the  great  majority  of  it 
will  be  on  State  property.  As  I  could  reach  neither  of  the 
other  Selectmen  on  short  notice,  I  wrote  a  strong  letter 
of  protest  to  the  State  Highway  Department. 

As  a  result,  we  received  a  letter  stating  that  their  plans 
had  been  revised  so  that  the  State  will  assume  re- 
sponsibility for  all  portions  of  the  reverse  turn  on  State 
property  and  the  Town  will  be  responsible  only  for  that 
part  on  Town  Land,  which  is  fair  to  all  and  a  proper 
division  of  responsibility. 

The  rubbish  transfer  station  in  the  Town  Gravel  Pit  which 
was  built  last  year  has  been  highly  successful  and  has 
fulfilled  a  long  felt  need  for  a  means  to  dispose  of 
rubbish  which  cannot  be  left  out  forthe  regular  garbage 
pickup.  During  the  coming  year  it  will  be  open  as  often  as 
necessary  to  accommodate  the  needs  of  the  Town.  We 
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remind  you  that  the  only  things  not  acceptable  are 
garbage  and  hazardous  materials. 

By  this  time  we  are  all  aware  what  the  recent  revaluation 
has  cost  us  and  will  cost  in  the  future.  The  present  Board 
fought  the  State's  revaluation  order  with  every  means 
possible,  including  a  petition  of  more  than  90%  of  the 
Towns  Taxpayers  requesting  that  the  order  not  be 
issued,  to  no  avail.  All  we  can  do  now  is  live  with  it. 

Those  of  you  who  have  filed  for  "Current  Use"  assess- 
ment of  your  land,  or  who  may  want  to  file,  are  reminded 
that  application  must  be  made  each  year  by  April  1 5th. 

Last  year  after  the  incidents  at  New  England  Tank  and 
Sea-3,  it  became  evident  that  our  zoning  regulations  did 
not  adequately  control  tank  farms.  In  an  effort  to  aid  the 
Planning  Board  in  preparing  realistic  regulations  which 
could  be  enforced,  we  made  contact  with  South  Port- 
land, Maine  and  Boston  Fire  Departments,  who  have 
many  more  tanks  than  we  do  within  their  boundaries. 
Boston  sent  us  theircomplete  regulations  for  petroleum 
products  and  other  hazardous  materials  as  well  as  tank 
truck  regulations.  These  have  been  given  to  the  Planning 
Board  in  the  hopesthat  with  them  asaguide,they  will  be 
able  to  write  a  realistic  enforceable  regulation. 

For  years  our  building  permit  fees  have  been  incon- 
sistent with  the  times.  Accordingly,  we  adopted  a 
new  rate  schedule  last  year  so  that  this  income  would 
not  be  lost  to  the  Town.  You  will  be  asked  to  confirm  the 
rates  in  an  Article  in  the  Town  Warrant.

REPORT  FROM  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

DANIEL  C.  DURGIN 

In  my  report  of  last  year,  I  informed  you  that  the  grant 
from  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Education  and 
some  hard  work  from  some  of  our  staff  members  had 
enabled  us  to  develop  curriculum  guides  in  mathe- 
matics and  language  arts.  Last  summer  similar  work  was 
done  in  the  subject  areas  of  science  and  social  studies. 
The  development  of  written  curricula  is  a  significant 
undertaking  and  I  am  extremely  grateful  to  all  those 
individuals  who  contributed  to  this  project. 

Another  significant  event  of  the  past  year  was  the 
drafting  of  a  new  staff  development  plan.  Staff  develop- 
ment is  the  process  of  self  improvement  and  recertifica- 
tion  achieved  through  various  forms  of  in-service  train- 
ing. During  the  fall  of  the  1981-82  school  year,  members 
of  the  teacher  certification  section  of  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Department  of  Education  visited  School  Admini- 
strative Unit  No.  50  for  the  purpose  of  evaluating  our 
staff  development  plan.  After  a  very  thorough  review. 
School  Administration  UnitSOwasfoundtobe  incompli- 
ance with  state  requirements  and  our  Staff  Develop- 
ment Committee  was  commended  for  its  efforts  in  this 
area. 

Since  we  were  nearing  the  end  of  our  three  year  plan, 
the  Committee  spent  the  balance  of  the  year  drafting  a 
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new  plan  good  for  five  years  and  incorporating  several 
changes  suggested  by  our  ov\/n  staff  and  the  Education 
Department.  This  plan  has  received  full  approval  from 
the  state  and  should  be  approved  shortly  by  our  school 
boards. 

We  are  slowly  but  deliberately  rounding  our  accounta- 
bility program  into  shape.  Accountability  is  a  method  by 
which  a  district's  educational  program  can  be  assessed. 
Instructional  objectives  are  established  for  grades  five 
and  eight  and  students  are  tested  to  determine  mastery 
of  these  objectives.  Currently  our  accountability  pro- 
gram covers  the  subject  areas  of  mathematics  and 
language  arts. 

Test  results  are  used  to  determine  areas  of  strength  and 
weakness  in  the  curriculum.  A  plan  is  then  written  which 
essentially  states  how  the  school  district  will  correct  the 
deficiencies  in  the  academic  program.  A  report  of  our 
accountability  progress  to  date  is  contained  elsewhere 
in  this  book. 

A  long  standing  goal  of  mine  was  achieved  this  year 
when  the  first  of  a  regular  series  of  School  Administra- 
tive Unit  No.  50  newsletters  was  published.  With  articles 
relating  to  all  of  our  schools  and  written  by  a  number  of 
our  staff  members,  the  newsletter  was  well  received  by 
our  staff,  parents,  and  the  general  public.  We  will  print 
three  this  year  and  will  publish  quarterly  next  year  and 
thereafter.  Copies  are  sent  home  with  the  children  and 
are  available  in  the  Superintendent's  Office,  the  schools, 
town  libraries,  and  other  public  places. 

Public  education  receives  more  than  its  share  of  nega- 
tive publicity;  frequently  undeserved.  Much  news  of  a 
positive  nature  neverseemstofinditswayoutsideof  the 
school  family.  Last  year  the  teacher's  association  of 
School  Administrative  Unit  No.  50  embarked  on  a  fund 
raising  effort  to  finance  scholarships  for  graduating 
seniors  from  our  four  towns.  Last  June,  four  scholar- 
ships donated  by  the  teachers  of  Greenland,  New  Castle, 
Newington  and  Rye,  were  awarded  at  Portsmouth  High 
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School  graduation  exercises.  I  commend  and  congratu- 
late the  teachers  for  a  most  meaningfull  and  worthwhile 
endeavor. 

Finally,  I  am  pleased  to  see  an  increase  in  citizen 
involvement  in  the  schools.  More  people  are  attending 
school  functions  and  are  involving  themselves  in  school 
activities.  This  is  a  healthy  sign  for  both  the  school  and 
the  community  and  assures  that  communication,  so  vital 
for  the  effective  delivery  of  public  services,  is  taking 
place. 


PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 
NEWINGTON  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 


As  we  begin  the  New  Year  of  1 983  it  is  proper  for  me  to 
report  to  you,  the  citizens  of  Newington,  the  status  of  the 
educational  process  in  your  community  school.  Let  us 
commence  with  the  State's  recent  rating  of  our 
commitment  to  their  elementary  minimum  standards. 
According  to  the  report,  we  have  successfully  met  thirty 
eight  (38)  of  the  forty  one  (41)  elements  required. 
Frankly,  the  remaining  three  just  are  not  pertinenttothis 
community  and  in  our  estimation  their  intent  has  been 
achieved  through  the  use  of  the  public  library. 

A  decision  to  have  the  children  from  the  Pease  Air  Force 
Base  Mobile  Park  attend  your  school  helped  temper 
effects  of  an  unusually  large  graduating  class.  The 
transition  for  the  several  youngsters  who  have  enrolled 
occurred  with  ease  and  their  presence  has  broaden  the 
learning  spectrum  of  the  children.  Two  years  ago,  the 
primary  grades  took  on  a  new  characteristic  in  the  form 
of  the  kindergarten  making  the  unit  an  assimilation  of 
five,  six,  and  seven  year  olds.  Since  its  initial  inception, 
we  flirted  with  the  idea  of  extending  the  five  year  olds  to 
a  full  day.  Shortly  into  this  school  year,  the  notion 
became  an  actual  fact. 
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At  an  open  house  held  in  the  early  fall,  new  staff 
members  along  with  the  "old  guard"  were  introduced  to 
a  large  audience  of  parents  and  friends.  The  group  met 
briefly  in  the  auditorium  to  receive  a  copy  of  the  revised 
student  handbook  before  journeying  to  the  students 
classroom  for  a  peek  into  their  daily  routines.  In 
December,  a  different  arrangement  was  used  for 
Parent/Teacher  conferences  which  proved  rather 
successful  in  accomodating  busy  schedules.  The 
design  provided  for  both  evening  and  daytime  visits  on  a 
no-school  day  for  the  children.  Something,  the  kids 
really  enjoyed.  Just  prior  to  the  Christmas  recess, 
parents  again  spent  some  time  with  their  children  en- 
joying a  bite  to  eat,  a  play  by  the  third  and  fourth  grade, 
and  the  congeniality  of  the  holiday  season.  We  were 
impressed  with  the  large  turn  out  on  all  three  occasions. 

Last  year  the  schedule  for  instruction  was  re-examined 
and  modified  to  include  distinct  learning  blocks  where 
the  concentration  of  the  students  is  not  interrupted.  The 
adjustment  hasmadeacleardifference  inthe  amount  of 
time  actually  spent  in  tasks.  With  national  concern  being 
voiced  from  just  about  every  corner  on  the  decline  of  the 
sciences  we  find  that  this  program  alteration  has 
addressed  the  issue  by  supplying  the  children  with 
extended  blocks  of  time  for  science  instruction 
throughout  the  weeks. 

Thereare  many  barometers  for  measuring  achievement, 
but  a  recent  parental  assessment  poll  was  truly  re- 
markable in  its  critique  of  the  instructional  program.  Not 
unsurprisingly,  their  results  ran  parallel  with  both  the 
staffs'  observations  and  the  Spring  assessment  given  to 
the  youngsters.  There  was  strong  agreement  that  the 
reading  and  writing  portions  of  the  program  continue  to 
be  extremely  healthy.  Questions  were  raised  about 
math  computation  and  problem  solving.  After  comparing 
the  test  scores,  the  results  indicate  substantial  growth 
has  occurred  in  computation,  but  further  work  is  needed 
in  conqueroring  the  ills  of  problem  solving.  Most 
pleasing  to  us  was  the  reduction  of  the  discrepancy 
between  our  spelling  goal  and  the  actual  attainment. 
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Being  on  the  same  wave  length  is  a  most  delightful 
experience.  And  this  phenomenon  occurred  quite  un- 
expectedly with  the  parents  sharing  a  common  desire  to 
incorporate  listening  skills  into  the  program  while 
simultaneously  the  staff  was  considering  the  same  idea. 
Direct  feedback  is  possibly  ones  best  tool  for  deter- 
mining effectiveness,  and  we  certainly  receive  a  fair 
amount  from  all  quarters.  Reponsiveness  is  the  name  of 
the  game,  and  with  your  continued  assistance,  we  will  be 
in  a  better  position  to  provide  a  school  program  that  you 
as  a  community  can  support. 

Few  actual  changes  occurred  to  the  delivery  and  style  of 
teaching.  Individual  and  group  blendings  remain  as  the 
primary  focus  in  teacher  planning  and  in  the  culling  of 
materials  for  student  use.  As  noted,  the  basic  "R's"  are 
coming  along  quite  nicely,  but  the  challenge  now  is  to 
extend  the  meaning  of  "Basics"  to  include  critical 
thinking,  personal  responsibility,  and  change  adapta- 
bility. To  meet  this  broader  objective,  teachers  have 
been  using  various  questioning  strategies  and  "skill 
texts"  that  assist  with  the  transition  from  acquiring 
information  to  its  application.  Also  promoting  this  kind  of 
thinking  is  the  greater  emphasis  placed  upon  student 
writing.  The  process  in  its  simplest  form  engages  the 
learner  in  a  critical  role  from  topic  selection  to  final 
product  with  many  teacher  and  peer  conferences  in 
between. 

Being  able  to  take  a  test  means  so  much  in  today's  world. 
Yet,  for  most  this  is  not  a  natural  instinct.  Realizing  this, 
the  teachers  initiated  such  preparation  anticipating  that 
their  students  in  the  future  will  share  the  same  edge  as 
those  who  seem  to  know  these  skills  intuitively.  Much 
has  been  written  about  computer  education  and  many 
schools  have  become  involved.  Your  school  is  currently 
investigating  the  field.  Teachers  have  been  attending 
workshops  and  courses  in  the  technology  as  well  as 
participating  in  demonstrations  featuring  materials.  A 
joint  project  with  the  people  from  Great  Bay  Training 
Center  has  been  written  and  submitted  to  Concord  for 
funding.  We  are  now  waiting  for  the  magic  word,  dollars! 
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With  its  continued  availability  and  rather  easy  access 
through  the  municipal  staff,  the  children  made  sub- 
stantial use  of  the  town  vehicle  this  past  year.  Numerous 
educational  jaunts  were  taken  to  nearby  facilities  that 
offer  a  wealth  of  knowledge  and  enjoyment  while  at  the 
same  time  being  quite  affordable.  Efforts  to  maintain  a 
harmonious  relationship  with  local  agencies  led  to  dual 
sponsorship  of  several  experiences  by  the  recreation 
and  police  departments.  Reaching  beyond  the 
resources  of  the  community,  the  young  people  were 
treated  to  speakers  from  the  Squam  Lake  Science 
Center;  representative  from  I.F.Y.E.,  the  New  Hampshire 
Historical  Society,  and  the  Sea  Trek  Program.  These 
were  but  a  few  of  the  many  enriching  activities  that  were 
selected  and  arranged  by  the  staff  as  adjuncts  to  their 
programs.  The  arts  were  well  respresented  through  a 
series  of  theater  performances  conducted  by  the 
Learning  Guild  and  The  Exeter  Players.  On  both 
occasions,  our  students  shared  the  productions  with 
their  counterparts  from  New  Castle.  Participating  in  a 
rare  request  from  a  congressman,  the  children  sent  to 
Washington,  D.C.  various  art  displays  for  Senator 
Humphrey's  office.  The  project  was  a  cooperative  effort 
on  the  part  of  the  art  teacher,  regular  staff,  and  naturally, 
the  young  people  themselves. 

With  careful  selection  and  deliberate  pacing  toward 
specific  ends,  the  gradual  transformation  of  the  building 
into  an  energy  miser  is  unfolding.  Significant  in  this 
process  was  the  installation  of  ceiling  fans  and  drapes  in 
the  gymnasium.  These  improvements  should  deter  the 
hasty  departure  of  hot  air  through  the  roof  and  glass. 
Recommendations  for  this  project  are  being  gleaned 
from  a  lengthy  analysis  prepared  for  the  district  through 
its  energy  audit  of  some  years  ago  and  recently 
evaluated  for  application  by  Hersey  Associates,  the 
original  architects  of  the  building.  Outfitting  the  doors 
with  an  additional  set  of  panic  bars  and  the  boiler  with  a 
low  water  cut  off  valve  put  a  crimp  in  our  maintenance 
plans,  but  as  always,  the  safety  of  the  children  remain 
first  and  foremost  in  any  of  the  budgetary  considera- 
tions. 
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For  the  second  consecutive  year,  the  economy  and 
fluctuating  regulations  from  the  government  have 
caused  an  increase  in  the  basic  meal  price.  Despite  the 
adjustment,  it  is  still  the  best  buy  in  "town".  Attesting  to 
this  fact  is  the  level  of  student  participation  which  is  well 
over  eighty  percent.  As  an  educational  medium  the  food 
processing  area  is  serving  as  a  laboratory  for  students. 
Here,  they  are  given  the  opportunity  to  use  some  of  their 
"classroom  skills"  in  planning  menus  and  in  preparing 
desserts  while  at  the  same  time  gaining  valuable 
knowledge  as  to  sound  nutritional  practices. 

Tight  energy  practices  throughout  the  area  have  re- 
sulted in  many  organizations  seeking  the  use  of  the 
school  during  after  school  hours.  At  present,  four  groups 
have  successfully  done  so.  Since  the  petitions  were 
varied  in  their  objectives,  the  school  board  has  elected 
to  review  and  update  the  current  policy.  Information 
pertaining  to  the  new  regulations  will  be  published  as 
soon  as  the  work  is  completed. 

Although  much  controversy  and  pessimism  surrounds 
American  education  today,  I  remain  optimistic  about  its 
future  in  Newington.  For  the  indicators  point  to  a  people 
who  are  concerned  about  their  childrens'  education  and 
to  professionals  who  are  committed  to  see  that  young 
people  learn.  With  a  combination  like  this,  yes  indeed, 
there  is  reason  to  be  optimistic!

I  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the  individual 
fund  financial  statements  of  the  Newington  School  District  as  of  and 
for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1982,  as  listed  in  the  foregoing 
table  of  contents.

position  of  the  Newington  School  District  at  June  30,  1982,  and  tr'e  re- 
sults of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with  gen- 
erally accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with 
that  of  the  preceding  year. 

My  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  of  the  com- 
bined financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole  and  on  the  individual  fund 
and  account  group  financial  statements.   The  accompanying  financial  infor- 
mation listed  as  supplemental  schedules  in  the  table  of  contents  is  pre- 
sented for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  is  not  a  required  part 
cf  the  combined  financial  statements  of  the  Newington  School  District. 
The  information  has  been  subjected  tc  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in 
the  examination  of  the  combined,  individual  fund  and  account  group 
financial  statements,  and  in  my  opinion,  is  fairly  stated  in  all  material 
respects  in  relation  to  the  combined  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

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REPORT  FROM  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 

New  ideas  and  new  directions  have  been  the  theme  of 
the  Newington  School  Board  this  year. 

It  has  been  a  busy  and  thriving  year  at  the  Elementary 
School  with  several  changes  from  past  years.  Three 
Pease  Air  Force  Base  children  and  one  tuition  student 
werewelcomed.The  additional  students  have  stabilized 
the  elementary  school  enrollment  and  have  provided 
new  friendships  for  all  the  students.  An  innovative  full 
day  kindergarten  under  the  direction  of  a  new  primary 
teacher  has  been  enthusiastically  accepted  by 
students,  staff  and  parents. 

Landscaping  the  school  property  with  evergreens  and 
flowering  trees  improved  the  appearance  of  the 
building.  Our  continued  attention  to  energy  conser- 
vation placed  ceiling  fans  and  window  shades  in  the 
gym.  Safety  measures  required  new  panic  hardware  on 
the  outside  school  doors.  The  School  Board  continues 
its  interest  in  providing  a  good  atmosphere  where 
children  can  learn. 

School  Board  meetings  are  now  scheduled  for  late 
afternoon  as  a  convenience  to  everyone  interested  in 
effecient  business  meetings.  In  addition  to  the  usual 
agenda  there  has  been  a  complete  review  of  school 
board  policies. 

The  transportation  of  Newington  students  will  be 
examined  by  the  Board  as  the  costs  for  the  service 
continues  to  escalate.  There  must  be  service  that 
provides  safe,  reliable  and  economical  transportation. 

The  feasibility  study  for  the  cooperative  school  district 
with  Greenland  will  be  available  next  year  for  the  resi- 
dents in  both  towns.  At  this  time  much  of  the  preliminary 
work  is  completed.  The  final  task  of  outlining  respon- 
sibilities in  each  town  for  a  successful  cooperative 
school  remains  to  be  done  by  the  committee. 
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About  60  of  the  students  in  Newington  are  tuitioned  to 
schools  in  the  Portsmouth  area.  The  School  Board 
represents  the  best  interests  of  these  students  as  we 
monitor  the  programs  in  which  they  participate  at  other 
schools. 

This  year  much  has  been  accomplished  by  the  School 
Board,  but  there  always  remains  much  to  do.  Striking  a 
creative  balance  between  economic  feasibility  and 
excellence  in  education  for  the  children  is  our  constant 
task. 

We  invite  your  participation  as  we  deliberate  current 
school  issues  and  we  appreciate  your  continued 
support  of  our  efforts.

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ACCOUNTABILITY  REPORT 

The  New  Hampshire  Accountability  Plan  is  based  on 
the  belief  that  improved  student  learning  requires  that 
educators  set  objectives  for  students  and  develop  a 
system  for  monitoring  their  progress  toward  achieve- 
ment of  these  objectives. 

To  date,  objectives  have  been  established  in  mathe- 
matics and  language  arts.  Our  first  formal  testing  under 
this  program  occurred  in  the  fall  of  1 981 .  The  test  was 
developed  by  a  consortium  of  school  districts  and 
although  it  was  not  part  of  our  plan,  the  school  boards 
approved  its  use  subject  to  the  finalization  of  our  plan. 

The  students  in  all  four  of  our  towns  demonstrated  high 
achievement.  Compared  with  five  other  area  SAU's 
administering  the  same  test,  SAU  #50  students  scored 
the  highest  overall  in  language  arts  and  they  scored 
second  highest  in  mathematics.  The  test  results  were 
carefully  analyzed  and  area  of  weakness  as  indicated  by 
low  scores  were  identified.  Staff  members  were  made 
aware  of  these  areas  and  appropriate  adjustments  in 
the  curriculum  were  made. 

Our  Accountability  Plan  calls  for  the  adoption  of  the 
California  Achievement  Test  (CAT)  as  our  assessment 
instrument.  This  test  has  been  used  in  SAU  #50  for 
several  years  and  the  test  parallels  closely  our  es- 
tablished objectives.  The  most  recent  testing  was  done 
in  April,  1 982,  and  the  results  were  gratifying.  To  explain 
briefly;  nationally  the  "average"  student  is  expected  to 
score  at  the  50th  percentile.  In  an  "average"  school 
system,  half  of  the  students  will  score  above  50  and  half 
below.  Following  are  the  students'  scores  in  the  total 
test,  broken  down  by  grade.

The  total  test  score  reflects  our  local  students'  ranking 
against  students  nationwide  and  is  not  an  average  of  the 
other  scores. 

In  developing  some  standards,  the  Accountability  Com- 
mittee has  set  an  80%  mastery  level.  That  is,  skills  which, 
according  to  the  testing,  are  being  mastered  at  less  than 
an  80%  rate  will  be  targeted  as  those  needing  greater 
emphasis.  Then  realistic  objectives  will  be  established 
in  terms  of  improving  mastery  of  these  skills,  and  the 
attainment  of  these  levels  will  be  assessed  by  the 
succeeding  year's  testing. 

We  know  from  the  mathematics  test  results  that  stu- 
dents need  more  instruction  in  the  solving  of  word 
problems,  rounding  numbers,  converting  measurements 
and  working  with  mixed  numbers.  In  the  language  arts 
area  we  need  more  concentration  on  spelling,  working 
with  reference  materials,  identifying  parts  of  speech  and 
identifying  factual  and  nonfactual  material  in  a  reading 
passage.  These  and  other  skills  will  be  strengthened 
due  to  a  greater  emphasis  being  placed  on  them  in  the 
classroom. 

Prior  to  the  end  of  the  current  school  year,  a  manage- 
ment plan  will  be  completed  which  will  identify  the  skills 
which  need  strengthening,  indicate  the  score  antici- 
pated in  the  succeeding  year's  testing  of  that  particular 
skill,  and  state  what  steps  will  be  taken  within  the 
instructional  program  to  achieve  that  score.
